A ANorthern Nurses’ Story 


Records Of | Red Cross Outpost 
Hospitals Contain Inspiring 
Details + 

The Log of a Red Cross Nursing 
Sister is the most insp!ring of docu- 
ments, and tends to restore one’s 
faith in the womanhood of the world, 
which according to many is not what 
it used to be when grandmother was 
a girl. In a brief survey of the types 
of patients nursed inthe materpity, 
{wards of a Red Cross outpost, at 
Pouce Cotfpe, one gets a glimpse of 
| the way women face the mus‘c of life 
when nature calls them to the tasks 
of motherhood. 

One heard recently of a young pros- 
pective mother whose mountain home 
was over one hundred and _ thirty 
miles away from the. little hospital. 
Nothing daunted, this brave English- 
woman makes a journey to the hos- 
| pital on horseback through the moun- 
tains and valleys for sixty-five miles. 
It is “the only way” and must be 
faced, but the courage of the British 
bull-dog blood runs in her veins and 
‘there is no fear in her heart. Another | 
long lap of sixty miles by team and 
the Red Cross is reached in safety. 

Two weeks of restful experiences in | 
an atmosphere of kindly understand- 
ing and sympathy, restores the vital- 
ity and l'fts life from the deeps of 
pan and suffering. The mother is 
ready for the long, long trail that 
winds into the hills. On the saddle 
there sleeps a new Canadian, whose 
first experiences of life will be of the 
two or three day trp on horseback to 
his cabin home. 

The opportunity of serving such 
brave women is a priceless one, and 
Red Cross nurses rejoice that the 
peace-time policy of service brings in 
a real sense, peace and happiness to 
the brave band “of mothers in Can- 
ada’s hinterlands. 


Artificial Sunshine 
New 


Towards Producing Sunlight 


A new lamp described as the first 
step toward bringing artificial, sun- 


shine ‘ndoors for office workers, was | 


explained to the American Institute 


of Electrical Engineers at New York | 


recently. 

The lamp is a combination of the 
‘familiar Tungsten filament and a 
pool of mercury. The hot filament 
vaporizes the mercury almost instant- 
ly and produces a glowing vapor arc, 
giving light from three sources, seven 
per cent. from the filament, 25 from 
|the mercury vapor, and 68 from the 
Tungsten electrodes. 

This light, said Dr. M. Luckiesh, of 
the National Lamp Works, of the 
General Electric Company, Cleveland, 
is the first practical step towards pro- 
ducing sunlight. Other new light 
sources are likely to be developed, he 
said, before the dream of indoor day- 
light comes true. 

The new era aims at ‘simulated 
|sunshine, adequate and proper for 
vision, and in addition supplying 
‘health benefits of sunlight to those 
|} who work and play indoors.” The 
now fashionable ultra-violet light will 
be part of th‘'s indoor illumination, 
but a secondary part. 

He forecast a new viewpoint in 
building which would require walls 
and ceilings of materials | reflecting 
ultra-violet light, Some substances 
already are known to possess this 
quality, including chromium, alumin- 
um, and some white pigmnest and 
plaster.
